What, then; were the principles: of ‘the 
Unien man of 1861? In the Platform of 
priaciples adopted at Chicago, in 1860, by 
the Republican National Convention, the 
4th Resolution. declares : 

“That the maintenance invielate of: the 
righta of the States, especially the right of 
each State to order and control its own do- 
mestic institutions according to its own 
jadgment exclusively, is essential to that 
balance of powers on which the perfection 
and endurance of our political fabric de- 
pend.” a df 

This is explicit upon the great questions 
of State and Federal authority under our 
fourm of Government. 

The 6th Resolution declares: 

“That the people justly view with alarm 
the reckless extravagance which pervades 
évery department ef the Feceral Govern: 
ment; that a return to rigid ecenomy and 
accountibility is indispensable to arrest the 
systematic plunder of the pyblic Treasury 
by favored partisans; while the recent start- 
ling developments of frauds and corruptions 
at the Federal Metropolis show that an en- 
tire change of Administration is imperatively 
demanded.” 

This is plain and emphatic.as to the wise 
policy of economy and accountibility in the 
alministration of the Government, and. is as 
easily understood to-day as in 1860. 

The 12th Resolution declares: 

“That while providing revenue for the 
support of the General Government by du- 
ties upon imports, sound policy requires 
such an adjustment ef these imposts as to 
encourage the development of the industrial 
interests of the whole country ; and we.con:- 
mend that policy of national exchanges 
which secures te the working men liberal 
wages, to agriculture remunerating prices, 
te mechanics and manufacturers an adequate 
reward tor their skill, labor and enterprise, 
and te the nation commercial’ prosperity 
and independence.” 

This is a full endorsement’ of the true pol- 
icy of raising revenues in our Government, 
which applies with ten-fold more force to- 
-day than it did then, from the fact that the 

burdens of Government have increased ten- 
fold. 
These three Resolutions declared the po- 
sition of the Republican Union men of 1860 
upon the leading questions of that day, and 
fully cover the great issues which now di 
vide our country. Upon them we fouglit 
and triumphed in 1860, and upon them we 
stand and battle to-day, Can the editor of 
the Appeal say half as much ? If report be 
true, he did not in 1860 endorse these grand 
political truths, to which the Union or Re- 
publican party stand committed, and there 
is nothing strange in the fact that he should 
daily repudiate them in 1867.
